Abies  Tsuga  Canadensis  (Hemlock) 

The  value  of  our  strain  of  Hemlocks  is  based  on  seed  selection  from  Northern  sources  only,  in- 
suring hardiness  and  free  graceful  upright  growth.  In  the  past,  European  grown  plants  were  mainly 
propagated  from  Southern  collected  seed  (from  the  Carolinas,  Tennessee,  etc.),  because  the  seed  was  cheap 
and  easily  obtainable.  In  addition  to  producing  a rather  inferior  type  of  tree,  when  brought  to  colder 
climates,  it  always  winter  scalded,  turned  a ragged  brown,  or  killed  outright.  Our  Hemlocks  are  war- 
ranted the  genuine  Northern  strain,  and  will  be  found  superior  to  other  offerings  on  the  market.

Abies  Concolor  (Concolor  Fir) 

Wa  are  careful  to  obtain  our  seed  supply  from  Northern  Colorado,  producing  trees  of  absolute  hardi- 
ness with  striking  foliage  varying  in  color  from  light  green  to  deep  soft  blue  with  medium  short  needles. 
The  strain  of  Concolor  from  New  Mexico,  where  seed  is  cheap  and  always  abundant  is  much  inferior,  in- 
clined to  winter  kill  and  is  of  rather  straggly  open  appearance.  Long-lived,  growin 
thriving  well  under  all  conditions.

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Abies  Douglassi  (Douglas  Fir) 

Our  plants  are  the  type  from  Northern  Colorado,  the  seed  being  collected  in  deep  gorges  of  high 
altitudes  where  the  blue  and  silvery  foliage  is  characteristic,  being  compact  and  symmetrical  in  growth, 
with  rather  short  needles,  in  contrast  to  Southern  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  type  which  are  of  doubtful 
hardiness,  irregular  and  open  growing.  This  tree  was  originally  discovered  by  Archibald  Menzies,  1792,  and 
rediscovered  by  David  Douglas,  the  eminent  Scotch  explorer  in  1827  and  introduced  by  him  in  the  fol- 
lowing year.  It  was  shortly  ^ter  named  for  him  to  commemorate  his  memory.  A tree  that  is  widely 
known  and  appreciated  in  both  Europe  and  America.

Among  the  Horizontalis  forms,  the  one  growing 
along  the  Coast  of  Maine,  where  it  clings  to  the  rocks  just  above  the  surf,  is  considered  one  of  the  most 
valuable,  being  very  prostrate  and  growing  only  2 or  3 inches  high,  with  bluish  green  foliage.  Very 
hardy.

Thrives 
to  the  best  advantage  in  the  colder  climates,  north  of  Philadelphia  or  St.  Louis.  Although  native 
throughout  a wide  range,  the  best  types  prevail  throughout  Northern  Wisconsin,  from  where  our  seed 
is  gathered  from  carefully  selected  grounds.

Picea  Canadensis  (Black  Hill  Spruce) 

Somewhat  similar  and  closely  related  to  White  Spruce,  but  much  more  symmetrical,  compact  and 
bushy.  Hardiest  of  all  Spruces.  A native  of  the  Black  Hills  of  South  Dakota  and  first  introduced  into 
commercial  culture  by  Mr.  D.  Hill  many  years  ago,  since  which  time  it  has  been  fully_  tested  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  and  found  satisfactory.  Foliage  varies  from  green  to  bluish  tint, 
satisfactory  north  of  St.  Louis  and  Philadelphia.

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Picea  Excelsa  (Norway  Spruce) 

As  the  Norway  Spruce  prevails  over  a wide  range  of  territory  in  Europe,  there  are  naturally  many 
sources  from  which  to  obtain  seed.  Our  careful  experiments  and  close  study  of  this  situation  for  many 
years  has  proven  conclusively  that  seed  from  French  and  German  sources  are  unreliable  for  U.  S.  A.  con- 
ditions. The  French  and  German  seed  is  easily  obtainable  and  low  in  price,  usually  from  75c  to  $1.00  per 
pound,  but  the  really  superior  type  of  Norway  Spruce  exactly  suited  to  U.  S.  A.  conditions  comes  from  high 
elevations  in  the  Swiss  Alps  and  is  always  scarce  and  high  in  price,  usually  costing  from  $4.00  to  $6.00  per 
pound.  The  exclusive  use  of  this  seed  by  us  insures  a really  superior  type  of  Norway  Spruce  exactly  suited 
to  U.  S.  A.  conditions.

Pinus  Austriaca  (Austrian  Pine) 

Is  sometimes  called  Black  Pine.  Has  rich  glossy  dark  green  foliage.  Well  adapted  for  planting  in 
Cities,  as  it  is  highly  resistant  to  smoke.  Its  native  home  is  in  the  lower  provinces  of  Austria  and  also 
the  Northern  half  of  the  Balkan  Peninsula.  A fast  growing,  dense  tree  of  wonderful  adaptability.  For 
years  we  have  secured  our  seeds  from  original  sources  in  Austria,  but  since  the  war  are  now'  using 
carefully  selected  home  grown  seed  which  has  proven  as  satisfactory  or  even  more  so  than  the  imported 
seed.  It  is  a sparce  tap-rooted  Pine,  but  transplants  quite  satisfactorily  if  moved  late  in  the  Fall  or 
early  Spring.

Our  Pinus  Mugho  is  the  genuine  true  dwarf  type,  many  stemmed,  compact,  with  good  dark  green 
color,  which  it  retains  throughout  the  winter.  Many  inferior  forms  of  this  variety  offered  as  Pinus 
Mugho,  are  on  the  market,  some  of  which  are  loose,  open  growers  and  some  of  upright,  irregular  habit. 
The  strain  we  offer  is  the  true  dwarf,  compact  type,  and  the  seed  (from^  the  Riesenbirge  Range  in 
Silesia),  is  obtainable  only  at  great  expense  in  small  quantity,  because  of  its  scarcity.  When  obtain- 
able, the  true  seed  costs  as  high  as  $15.00  per  pound,  in  contrast  to  $1.50  per  pound  for  the  common 
form.  Rarely  grows  over  3 to  6 feet  high.

Pinus  Ponderosa  (Ponderosa  Pine) 

The  most  widely  distributed  Evergreen  of 
North  America.  The  type  found  growing  in  the  Black  Hills  of  South  Dakota,  from  where  we  obtain 
our  seed,  is  a much  superior  type,  being  a hardy,  free  upright  grower.  Very  deep  rooted  and  droughi 
resistant.  It  is  a handsome,  ornamental  tree,  with  interesting  long  needles.

Owing  to  the  resistance  to  cold,  drought  and  alkali  of  this  new  stock,  and  the  ease  with  which  it 
can  be  budded,  it  appears  probable,  if  supplies  of  the  seed  can  be  raised,  that  it  will  form  the  root  system 
of  large  commercial  peach  plantings  in  California,  Utah  and  Texas.  In  Oregon  the  largest  nurserymen 
are  attracted  by  the  ease  with  which  it  can  be  worked,  and  in  Minnesota  and  Iowa  trees  of  it  have  stood 
untouched  by  the  low  temperatures,  even  40  degrees  F.,  which  have  killed  commercial  varieties  to  the 
gnround.  It  cannot  be  expected  to  fruit  in  any  region  visited  by  late  frosts,  as  its  buds  swell  easily  in 
warm,  damp  weather.
